KILLS FATHER IN 
DEFENSE OF MOTHER 


Wewoka, Okla.,

Lovell, aged 45, was instantly killed 
shortly a fte r 9 o ’clock Sunday night 
by his 14-year-old son. Dee, who fir­ 
ed in defense of the lad ’s m other who 
had been attacked by h er husband. 
T he shot, which was fired from a j 
single-barreled shotgun, also carried i 
aw ay tw o fingers from the left hand ! 
of Mrs. ‘Lovell. 
Lovell, 
it* is claimed, 
was 
under 
the influence of liquor when he went 
to his home Sunday evening. He be­ 
gan a q u arrel with his wife who ran 
out into the yard to escape being 
abused. Lovell followed her and was 
trying to d ra g h e r back 
into the 
house when the 
lad 
grabbed 
the 
shot-gun and dashed into the yard. 
‘M.ook out, 
papa, 
Pm 
going 
to 
shoot,” he shouted. 
T he 
boy’s 
declaration 
did 
not 
frighten the father, who persisted in 
his efforts to compel Mrs. Lovell to 
re -en ter the house. W ithout fu rth e r 
w arning the boy pulled the trigger. 
T he load entered Lovell’s chin, te a r­ 
ing aw ay the low er part of his face. 
The youthful slay er has not been 
a rrested and probably 
will 
not 
be 
taken into custody. No inquest has 
yet been held and 
the 
authorities. 
while m aking no official probe of the 
slaying, 
likely 
will 
not detain 
the 
youthful m urderer, 
Lovell, who has been employed as 
fireman in a local cotton gin, is said 
to have 
been 
intoxicated

two 
weeks. M em bers of his family declare 
that he

repeatedly 
threatened 
their lives and it was in fear of these 
th re a ts th at tfye boy resorted to fire­ 
arm s in defense of his m other.
